5.  Except  as  provided  for  in  Paragraph  3.  above,  if  Lessee  drills  a  well  which  is  incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  (hereinafter  called  "dry  hole")  on  the  leased 
premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  if  ail  production  (whether  or  not  in  paying  quantities)  permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  including  a  revision  of  unit  boundaries 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  6  or  the  action  of  any  governmental  authority,  then  in  file  event  this  lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  it  Shan 
nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  commences  operations  for  reworking  an  existing  well  or  for  drilling  an  additional  well  or  for  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production 
on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  90  days  after  completion  of  operations  on  such  dry  hole  or  within  90  days  after  such  cessation  of  ail  production.  If  at 
the  end  of  the  primary  term,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  this  lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  but  Lessee  is  then  engaged  in  drilling,  reworking  or  any  other 
operations  reasonably  calculated  to  obtain  or  restore  production  there  from,  this  lease  Shan  remain  in  force  so  long  as  any  one  or  more  of  such  operations  are  prosecuted  wifii 
no  cessation  of  more  than  90  consecutive  days,  and  if  any  such  operations  result  in  the  production  of  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby,  as  long  thereafter  as 
there  is  production  In  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith.

To  the  extent  any  portion  of  the 
leased  premises  is  Included  in  or  excluded  from  the  unit  by  virtue  of  such  revision,  the  proportion  of  unit  production  on  which  royalties  are  payable  hereunder  shall  thereafter 
be  adjusted  accordingly,  m  the  absence  of  production  in  paying  quantities  from  a  unit  or  upon  permanent  cessation  thereof,  Lessee  may  terminate  the  unit  by  filing  of  record 
a  written  declaration  describing  the  unit  and  stating  the  date  of  termination.

7.  If  Lessor  owns  less  than  the  fun  mineral  estate  in  an  or  any  part  of  the  leased  premises,  the  royalties  and  shut-in  royalties  payable  hereunder  for  any  well  on  any  part 
of  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  shall  be  reduced  to  the  proportion  that  Lessor's  interest  in  such  part  of  the  leased  premises  bears  to  the  full  mineral  estate  in 
such  part  of  the  leased  premises. 

8.  The  interest  of  either  Lessor  or  Lessee  hereunder  may  be  assigned,  devised  or  otherwise  transferred  in  whole  or  in  part  by  area  and/or  by  depth  or  zone,  and  the 
rights  and  obligations  of  the  parses  hereunder  shad  extend  to  their  respective  heirs,  devisees,  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns.  No  change  In  Lessor's 
ownership  shall  have  the  effect  of  reducing  file  rights  or  enlarging  the  obligations  of  Lessee  hereunder,  and  no  change  in  ownership  shall  be  binding  on  Lessee  until  60  days 
after  Lessee  has  been  furnished  the  original  or  certified  or  duly  authenticated  copies  of  the  documents  establishing  such  change  of  ownership  to  the  satisfaction  of  Lessee  or 
until  Lessor  has  satisfied  the  notification  requirements  contained  in  Lessee's  usual  form  of  division  order.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  person  entitled  to  shut-in  royalties 
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hereunder,  Lessee  may  pay  or  tender  such  shut-in  royalties  to  the  credit  of  decedent  or  decedent's  estate  in  the  depository  designated  above.  If  at  any  time  two  or  more 
persons  are  entitled  to  shut-in  royalties  hereunder,  Lessee  may  pay  or  tender  such  shut-In  royalties  to  such  persons  or  to  tileir  credit  In  the  depository,  either  Jointly  or 
separately  in  proportion  to  the  interest  which  each  owns.  If  Lessee  transfers  its  interest  hereunder  in  whole  or  In  part  Lessee  sha»  be  relieved  of  all  obligations  thereafter 
arising  with  respect  to  the  transferred  interest  and  failure  of  the  transferee  to  satisfy  such  obligations  wfth  respect  to  the  transferred  interest  shall  not  affect  the  rights  of 
Lessee  with  respect  to  any  interest  not  so  transferred.

9.  Lessee  may,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  deliver  to  Lessor  or  file  of  record  a  written  release  of  this  lease  as  to  a  full  or  undivided  Interest  in  all  or  any  portion  of 
the  area  covered  by  this  lease  or  any  depths  or  zones  there  under,  and  shall  thereupon  be  relieved  of  all  obligations  thereafter  arising  with  respect  to  the  interest  so  released 
If  Lessee  releases  all  or  an  undivided  interest  in  less  than  all  of  the  area  covered  hereby,  Lessee's  obligation  to  pay  or  tender  shut-in  royalties  shall  be  proportionately  reduced 
m  accordance  with  the  net  acreage  interest  retained  hereunder. 

10.  m  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  covered  hereby  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  or  united  herewith,  in 
primary  and/or  enhanced  recovery,  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  of  Ingress  and  egress  along  with  Hie  right  to  conduct  such  operations  on  the  leased  premises  as  may  be 
reasonably  necessary  for  such  purposes,  including  but  not  limited  to  geophysical  operations,  the  drilling  of  wells,  and  the  construction  and  use  of  roads,  canals,  pipelines 
tanks,  water  weds,  disposal  wells,  infection  wells,  pits,  electric  and  telephone  tees,  power  stations,  and  other  facilities  deemed  necessary  by  Lessee  to  discover,  produce! 
store,  beat  andtor  transport  production.  Lessee  may  use  in  such  operations,  free  of  cost,  any  oil,  gas,  water  and/or  other  substances  produced  on  the  leased  premises, 
except  water  from  Lessor's  wells  or  ponds.  In  exploring,  developing,  producing  or  marketing  from  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  the  ancillary  rights  granted 
herein  shall  apply  (a)  to  the  entire  leased  premises  described  in  Paragraph  1  above,  notwithstanding  any  partial  release  or  other  partial  termination  of  this  lease;  and  (b)  to  any 
other  lands  in  which  Lessor  now  or  hereafter  has  authority  to  grant  such  rights  in  the  vicinity  of  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith.  When  requested  by  Lessor  in 
writing,  Lessee  shall  bury  its  pipelines  below  ordinary  plow  depth  on  cultivated  lands.  No  weH  shall  be  located  less  than  200  feet  from  any  house  or  bam  now  on  the  leased 
premises  or  other  lands  used  by  Lessee  hereunder,  without  Lessor's  consent  and  Lessee  shall  pay  for  damage  caused  by  its  operations  to  buBdings  and  other  Improvements 
now  on  the  leased  premises  or  such  other  lands,  and  to  commercial  timber  and  growing  crops  thereon.  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  remove  its  fixtures, 
equipment  and  materials,  including  wel!  casing,  from  the  leased  premises  or  such  other  lands  during  the  term  of  this  lease  or  within  a  reasonable  time  thereafter. 

1 1 .  Lessee's  obligations  under  this  lease,  whether  express  or  implied,  Shan  be  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  rules,  regulations  and  orders  of  any  governmental  authority 
having  Jurisdiction  including  restrictions  on  the  drilling  and  production  of  wells,  and  the  price  of  oil,  gas,  and  other  substances  covered  hereby.  When  drilling,  reworking, 
production  or  other  operations  are  prevented  or  delayed  by  such  laws,  rules,  regulations  or  orders,  or  by  Inability  to  obtain  necessary  permits,  equipment  services,  material 
water,  electricity,  fuel,  access  or  easements,  or  by  fire,  (food,  adverse  weather  conditions,  war.  sabotage,  rebellion,  insurrection,  riot  strike  or  labor  disputes,  or  by  inability  to 
obtain  a  satisfactory  market  for  production  or  failure  of  purchasers  of  carriers  to  take  or  transport  such  production,  or  by  any  other  cause  not  reasonably  within  Lessee's 
control,  this  lease  shall  not  terminate  because  of  such  prevention  or  delay,  and  at  Lessee's  option,  the  period  of  such  prevention  or  delay  shall  be  added  to  the  term  hereof. 
Lessee  shall  not  be  liable  for  breach  of  any  express  or  implied  covenants  of  this  lease  when  drilling,  production  or  other  operations  are  so  prevented,  delayed  or  interrupted. 

12.  In  the  event  that  Lessor,  during  the  primary  term  of  this  lease,  receives  a  bona  fide  offer  which  Lessor  is  willing  to  accept  from  any  party  offering  to  purchase  from 
Lessor  a  lease  covering  any  or  all  of  the  substances  covered  by  this  lease  and  covering  ad  or  a  portion  of  the  land  described  herein,  wfth  the  lease  becoming  effective  upon 
expiration  of  this  lease.  Lessor  hereby  agrees  to  notify  Lessee  in  writing  of  said  offer  immediately,  including  in  tie  notice  the  name  and  address  of  the  offeror,  the  price  offered 
and  all  other  pertinent  terms  and  conditions  of  the  offer.  Lessee,  for  a  period  of  fifteen  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice,  shall  have  the  prior  and  preferred  right  and  option  to 
purchase  the  lease  or  part  thereof  or  interest  therein,  covered  by  the  offer  at  the  price  and  according  to  the  terms  and  conditions  specified  in  the  offer. 

13.  No  litigation  shall  be  Initiated  by  Lessor  with  respect  to  any  breach  or  default  by  Lessee  hereunder,  for  a  period  of  at  least  90  days  after  Lessor  has  given  Lessee 
written  notice  fully  describing  the  breach  or  default  and  then  only  if  Lessee  falls  to  remedy  the  breach  or  default,  within  such  period.  In  the  event  the  matter  is  litigated  and 
there  is  a  final  Judicial  determination  that  a  breach  or  default  has  occurred,  this  lease  shall  not  be  forfeited  or  canceled  in  whole  or  in  part  unless  Lessee  is  given  a  reasonable 
time  after  said  judicial  determination  to  remedy  the  breach  or  default  and  Lessee  falls  to  do  so. 

14.  For  the  same  consideration  recited  above,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  assigns  and  conveys  unto  Lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  a  perpetual  subsurface  weH  bore 
easement  under  and  through  the  teased  premises  for  the  placement  of  well  bores  (along  routes  selected  by  Lessee)  from  oil  or  gas  wens  the  surface  locations  of  which  are 
situated  on  other  tracts  of  land  and  which  are  not  intended  to  develop  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  and  from  which  Lessor  shall  have  no  right  to  royalty  or 
other  benefit  Such  subsurface  well  bore  easements  shall  run  with  the  land  and  survive  any  termination  of  this  tease.

ADDENDUM  TO  PAID  UP  OIL  AND  GAS  LEASE 
WO  SURFACE  USE1 


This  Addendum  modifies  and  supercedes  the  Paid  Up  Oil  and  Gas  Lease  (No  Surface  Use)  dated  JJevember  .  2009  (the 
"Effective  Date"),  between  Dale  Property  Services,  LLC  ("Lessee"),  and  Asmara  Affordable  Housing,  Inc.,  as  Lessor  ("Mineral 
Lease").  In  the  event  of  a  conflict  between  the  Mineral  Lease  and  this  Addendum,  the  provisions  of  this  Addendum  shall  control. 
Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  the  Mineral  Lease,  this  Addendum  modifies,  amends  and  supplements  the  Mineral  Lease, 
and  the  Mineral  Lease  along  with  this  Addendum,  and  all  exhibits  attached  thereto  constitutes  the  entire  Agreement  between  the 
parties.  Capitalized  terms  not  otherwise  defined  herein  shall  have  this  meaning  given  to  such  terms  as  set  form  in  the  Mineral  Lease. 
The  Mineral  Lease  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  "Agreement". 

1.  In  section  5,  and  notwithstanding  the  language  contained  therein,  the  Mineral  Lease  is  a  "no  surface  use"  mineral  lease  as 
further  specified  below  in  section  9. 

2.  hi  section  8,  in  line  4,  the  phrase  "to  the  satisfaction  of  Lessee"  shall  be  replaced  with  "to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of 
Lessee." 

3.  In  section  8,  before  the  last  sentence,  the  following  is  added:  Any  transfer  by  Lessee  in  the  Mineral  Lease  to  the  third  party 
shall  be  subject  to  Lessor's  consent,  not  to  be  unreasonably  delayed,  conditioned  or  withheld.  Such  consent  shall  not  be  required  for 
Lessee  assignments  of  a  working  interest  in  the  Lease,  or  where  the  assignment  is  made  to  another  prominent  operator,  such  as  XTO, 
in  the  Bamett  Shale  (collectively,  "Assignees").  However  such  Assignees  remain  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Lease. 

6.  In  section  10,  the  second  sentence  is  deleted. 

7.  In  section  15,  in  the  first  sentence,  the  second  clause  of  the  sentence  is  deleted. 

8.  In  section  13,  the  reference  to  "90  days"  is  changed  to  "60  days"  where  (i)  mere  is  an  alleged  violation  by  Lessee  or  its 
Successors  of  section  9  hereto,  below,  and  (ii)  the  relief  requested  is  limited  to  injunctive  relief. 

9.  In  section  1 6,  following  the  end  of  the  section,  the  following  language  is  added: 

"Notwithstanding  anything  herein  or  in  the  Mineral  Lease  to  the  contrary,  Mineral  Lessee,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Lessee's  Successors 
agrees  mat  its  mineral  rights  with  respect  to  the  Property  shall  not  include  any  right  to,  and  Lessee  for  itself  and  Lessee's  Successors 
specifically  disclaims  the  right  to  (i)  use  the  Property  for  drilling  or  other  surface  mineral  exploration,  (ii)  construct  any  piping, 
improvements,  or  store  any  equipment  or  materials  on  the  Property,  whether  on  the  surface  or  below  grade,  or  (Hi)  interfere  in  any 
material  way  with  Buyer's  use  of  the  Property.  Lessee  further  agrees  that  any  mineral  sublease  [or  assignment]  that  it  enters  into  with 
a  third  party  shall  include  the  above  said  restrictions  on  Lessee's  Mineral  Lease  Rights,  and  that  Lessee  further  agrees  to  defend, 
indemnify,  and  hold  buyer  harmless  from  any  and  all  claims  and  damages  of  whatever  kind  and  character  that  Lessor  suffers  due  to 
the  violation  of  such  restrictions  by  Lessee.
